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WEEKLY LETTER 

DEPTH OF PLOUGHING 
FOR SUMMERFALLOW 

Letters are occasionally re¬ 
ceived at the Station inquiring 
regarding the necessity for 
ploughing deeply or otherwise 
loosening up the land to some 
depth. 

Different depths of ploughing 
were compared ?.t the Station 
for a 7-year period extending 
from 1912 to 1918 and for a 
4-year |>eriod from 1922 to 
1925. In the first test, plough- 
ings were made at each inch 
depth from 3 to 8 inches. Other 
plots were ploughed 5, 6, 7 and 
8 inches and subsoiled 4 inches 
below the ploughing, giving to¬ 
tal depth for the 8 inch plough 
ing and 4 inch sub-soiling of 
12 inches. In the 1922-25 period 
ploughings were made at each 
inch depth from 3 to 9 inches. 
In the first period, the highest 
average yield of wheat was sec 
ured from 5 inch ploughing but 
there was no significant diff¬ 
erence in any of the ploughings 
from 5 to 8 inches. Sub-soiling 
gave a Slightly lower yield. In 
the period from 1922 to 1925 
there was less than a bushel 
of the ploughing depths. Sim- 
difference in the yields of any 
ilar tests made at other Exper¬ 
imental Stations on the prair 
les and at various Illustration 
and Sub-Stations have given 
similar results. 

Ploughless fallowing by means 
of cultivating from 4 tt> 5 in¬ 
ches deep have been compared 
with 6 inch ploughing during 
the 4 year period from 1922- 
1925 and the 10 yeir p'liiod 
from 1929 to 1938. In both of 
these periods, the average yield 


on ploughed fallow and cultiv¬ 
ated fallow have been 24 hush 
els per acre for both ploughed 
and ploughless fallows in the 
first period. Similar result: 
also have l)een obtained in coni 
parisons on ploughed and plou 
ghless falows at the other Ex¬ 
perimental Stations and Illust¬ 
ration and Sub-stations on the 
prairies. Reports form Stations 
in the United States show sim¬ 
ilar results. 

Almost all experimental data 
substantiate the opinion that 
deep cultivation does not in¬ 
crease yields oi wheat. About 
the nly tests that have shown 
any advantage from deep till¬ 
age have been conducted on 
very tights soils where the 
water soaks in with extreme 
difficulty. In such soils, bcttci 
yields of wheat have been seiur 
ed with dep ploughing, appar¬ 
ently because more water has 
bee soaked into the soil where 
it has been opened up deeply. 

The tests cited have been 
made purely to determine the 
effect of depth of tillage on 
the yields of wheat. There are 
othei factors that are involved 
h:\vever, in determining tillage 
practices. Most important, un¬ 
doubtedly, is the effect that 
tillage has on the control of 
soil drifting. In this regard, 
ploughless fallowing has us- 
urlly been more satisfactory 
than ploughed fallowing if 
sufficient trash has been left 
on the surface to protect the 
soil. If a trash cover has not 
been left, however, plough less 
fallows have drifted more rap¬ 
idly than ploughed fallows es 
pecially on loam soils. Depth of 
ploughing has been a factor in 
drifting control also in some 
instances as deep ploughing 
frequently turns up more clods

Our Edmonton Letter 

(T. B. Windross) 

Edmonton, Alberta — App¬ 
roach oi the tegular session of 
the Alberta legislature, which 
begins next month, is being 
heralded at the parliament 
buildings here this week by 
preparation of yearly estini • 
ate.s in the various departments 
and by a low hum aniony ix>l- 
itiefans themselves. 

There are again rumors that 
this session is going to see not¬ 
able attempts at political fence 
mending and much warmth of 
feeling, even outside the cau¬ 
cus. This may prove to be the 
last session before a provincial 
general election, or if it is not 
the last it is sure to be the nex' 
to last regular session. The 
members are beginning to think 
of how they can be re-elected, 
and whether they should try to 
campaign again under the Soc¬ 
ial Credit label. 

The most burning question to 
members is whether they should 
allow William Aberhart to lead 
them again, even if he wants 
to. lie himself has not been ex- 
plicict on that question: a 
while ago lie said that he might 
retire in a year, but last Friday 
at Oldshe whistled in the dark, 
laying that if he did not get a 
majority of 54 seats in the next 
election, he would quit. Right 
now in the legislature he has a 
majority of only 31, including 
four Independent Social-Credit¬ 
ors who are opposed to him.

be attributed to weakness in 
the administration of the banks. 
The valvc3 of finance may need 
ti be adjusted, but the reform 
has to come in monetary pol¬ 
icy through the central Bank 
of Canada, without interfering 
with the ownership of the pdv 
ate banks, 

“It is sometimes urged that, 
the banks should be taken over 
bv the state, as the Bank of 
C nada has been taken over. It 
should lx? quite possible to 
give Canada an effective meas¬ 
ure of monetary reform, how¬ 
ever, without bringing state 
ownership into this realm o' 
private enterprise. 


“It would be no remedy mer 
ely to appoint state committees 
to manage the banks in place of 
I rivate directors. Actually there 
arc no more effective executives 
available than the present ad¬ 
ministrative heads in commer¬ 
cial banking. They would be 
no more efficient employed by 
the state than they are at 
present. 

“It is doubtful whethe. the 
service given to the public 
through the banks, as in the 
case of small personal loans, 
could be as well handled under 
There are some natural monopol 
ies where it is obviously in the 
the control of state banking 
public interest to have state 
ownership, control and opera¬ 
tion. There is no need for any 
such departure in state bank¬ 
ing. The government’s respon¬ 
sibility is to control monetary 
policy through the Bank of 
Canada. The direct service of 
loans to the public can well be 
caricd on through the existing 
banks.” 

The appointment last week of 
D. E. O. (I)an) Campbell, form¬ 
erly news editor of radio stat¬ 
ion C.F.C.N. at Calgary, as 
public relations counsel for the 
provincial government is being 
regarded as showing that Aber 
hart, his cabinet and his sup¬ 
porters realize that the govern¬ 
ment’s past policy of havin fi its 
members attack the press and 
other institutions in an effort 
to gain public sympathy has 
not worked out. Mr. Campbell, 
an able newspaperman of many 
yearty standing in /Alberta, 
lias been among those whom 
Premier Aberhart has critized 
in the past three years, be- 
cause he has reported facts 
which did not reflect to the 
government’s credit. But when 
the government found that it 
neded a man in whom news¬ 
papers & the public would have 
confidence, it chose Mr. Camp¬ 
bell for the job. It also appoint 
ed an advertising agency to 
prepare advertising on behalf 
of the government, to promote 
the “treasury branches” first.
